Typhoid, which made its Appearance in the South this 
$ear, after having been almost extinct for a long period, 
is general in 1925. 
No one area has a monopoly on the 
disease. 
C. N. Leach, chief of the bureau of epidemiology 
of the state health department reports the registration 
of 668 cases of the disease for the six months of the year 
ending on July 1. This is a deplorable condition, but one 
t which could be remedied if the general public would take 
* the precautions it should take, he adds.

Dr. Leach is quoted by the Montgomery Journal as 
saying: 
“Since it is possible for any one to be 
immunized 
against the disease, typhoid may be classed with small­ 
pox and dyptheria as an optional disease.

WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN WILL BE 
I,AID TO REST IN ARLINGTON 
With the mortal remains of America’s immortals, th^ 
body of William Jennings Bryan will be laid to rest in 
Arlington. 
His interment there will be in keeping with 
his last request, made to a Washington friend, that wher­ 
ever he died, he wanted to be removed to Arlington ceme­ 
tery and his body placed there for final interment. 
Mr. Bryan’s death in Dayton, Tenn., Sunday afternoon 
was in marked contrast to the turbulence of his public 
career. 
Remarking “I’m so sleepy,” ho bade his wife 
goodbye and entered the solitude of his room for a quiet 
Sunday afternoon rest. He was dead when loving hands . 
souglit to rouse him a few hours later. 
¡ 
William Jennings Bryan had the happy faculty of mak­ 
ing whatever movement he was interested in and work­ 
ing in behalf of seem to be virtually a crusade. It was 
his appealing personality, his natural ability to lift audi- I 
enees away from their physical surroundings and trans- | 
plant them into another realm which first won for him 
the democratic presidential nomination and the applause 
of a nation. 
This characteristic brought men to him in 
throngs. 
Early in life he cemented 
many 
friendships I 
which lasted even unto the day of his death. As a natural f 
consequence, the many battles he has been engaged in did j 
not fail to alienate from him many whose opinion he cared 
nothing about and some whom he, no doubt, would have . 
wanted to think better of him.

When Mr. Bryan first attained a place of prominence . 
in the political arena, the fight for prohibition had not 
become the vital issue it later developed into, but com-J 
paratively early in his career, he espoused the dry cause 
and be served the prohibition movement earnestly and 
honorably over a long period.

to prohibition are incalcuable. 
JJis earlier efforts were directed toward economic re­ 
form, but later Mr." Bryan began work on things which 
were more in the nature of moral reforms.

Production of wood pulp dropped 1.7 
per cent in 1924 as compared with the 
1923 production.
